Declaring that the reason that the 
late Mrs. Barbara Dodd, a wealthy At- 
lanta woman who died recently had cnt 
them off and bequeathed $100,000 of 
her estate to Mercer university and 
the remainder to charity, was because 
certain of them had refused her prop- 
osition to kill Dr. J. H. Garner, her 
divorced husband, or maim him, by 
throwing oil of vitriol in his face, the 
6ix relatives, who wlaim the right to 
inherit the estate of some $200,000, 
yesterday filed an appeal to the ruling 
of the ordinary and obtained the right 
to carry the case to the superior court 

In a recent hearing, Judge John R. 
Wilkinson, ordinary of Fulton, upheli 
the will of which Charles E. Currier. 
represented by Attorney C. P. Goree, 
is the executor, and the relatives now 
seek to have the higher court reverse 
his ruling. 

Mrs. Dodd was the widow of the late 
Phiip Dodd, a wealthy and respected 
merchant of Atlanta. He died some 
eight or nine years ago, and a few 
years afterward his widow, a woman 
of over 60 years, married Dr. Garner. 

He Asked Separation. 

The copple were unhappy, 
Garner scon heft for North Dakota. 
There he fiied a petition for separa- 
tion, in which he alleged that the aged 
woman had deceived him into believ- 
ing that her abundance of hair was 
the real article, and that she had also 
premised to settle upon him the sur 
of $100.000 immediately after the cere- 
mony.

He measured out a dose of two ea- 
spoonfuls, and gavei t to Mrs. Smith, 
who swallowed it before she stopped 
to ask him why it tasted so peculiar. 
When she did mention it he investi- 
gated and found that he had given rer 
iodine instead of capudine. Physic’ans 
were immediately summoned and, after 
considerable hard work, she was pro- 
nounced out of danger. She Js gradu- 
ally recovering from the dose, and 
although her throat was badly burned, 
will recover in due time.

ORGANS OF PAINTER 
HELD BY INJUNCTION 


At Instance of Insurance Com- 
pany Judge Restrains Bal- 
timore Chemist. 


Baltimore, Md., June 18.—An injunec- 
tion was issued by Judge Duffy in 
the circult court here today restrain- 
ing Charles Glazer, a Baltimore chem- 
ist, from disposing of the internal or- 
sans of Edward O. Painter, a wealthy 
business man, of Jacksonville, Fla. 
According to a coroner's’ verdict, 
Painter was drowned by falling from 
a ferry boat near Jacksonville last 
month. 

Circumstances surrounding Patnter’s 
death induced the Jacksonville coroner 
to send the dead man’s vital organs 
here for chemical analysis. Glazer and 
Dr. Standish McCleary made the analy- 
sis and submitted reports that no 
trace of poisoning could be found. 

Application for the injunction was 
made by the United States Fidelity and 
Guaranty company, of this city, which, 
in April, issued an accident policy con- 
taining a suicide clause in Painter's 
favor. The applicants say an aptopsy 
was refused, and claim they want an 
independent examination of the or- 
gans. They have been advised that 
Painter’s family has made a demand 
for the organs. 

The complaint alleges that Painter, 
within three months prior to his 
death, obtained insurance policies er- 
ceeding $1,000,000. It also alleges that 
the aggregating premiums on the poli- 
cies issued to Painter exceeded $60,000 
a year, and that so far as has been as- 
ecertained, his income did not exceed 
$26,000. 


Painter's Grave Guarded. 

Jacksonville, Fla, June 18.—Accord- 
ing to information obtained here to- 
day the grave of H. C. Painter, late 
fertilizer manufacturer, in Evergreen 
cemetery here, is being guarded day 
and night by deputy sheriffs to pre- 
vent the body being stolen by ghouls. 
This action is declared to have fol- 
lowed information given the Painter

Five dej -.ies are guarding the 
grave at night and three in the day- 
time. Mrs. Painter also is said to be 
spending much of her time “uring the 
day beside the grave.

Charles 
Glazer and Standish McUleary states 
that no traces of polson were found. 
The report also states that the exam- 
iration showed that Painter had suf- 
fered arterial colerosis or hardening 
of the arteries to some extent.

Providence, R. IL, June 18.—A plea 
to the American people to “frown 
down this attempt which is growins: 
in the land” to attack the principles 
of the government, was made by Chief 
Justice Edward Douglas White, of the 
United States supreme court, in an ad 
dress today at Brown university, whcre 
he was awarded an honorary degree 
of doctor of laws at the annual com- 
mencement exercises. 

The chief justice said in part: 

“The very foundation of our free in- 
stitutions was the belief, not in the 
march of a triumphant democracy, not 
in the march of popular feeling ani 
popular conduct unrestrained, but that 
men could restrain themselves, that 
great principles could be written into 
our national life, which could steer 
and guide and restrain and hold us 
and lead us on, and, free from an 
arcly, full of liberty, with life and 
property and everything that blesses 
mankind saved and secured. 

“Look around in this great land to- 
cay. Where is there a country like it? 
Phe world has never seen the equal 
of it, and the world never can see its 
endurance if the American people for-

IN SUGAR SCHEDULE 


It Would Have Nullified Free: 
Provision—“Joker” Killed! 
by Amendment—AII Sched- 
ules Completed. 


Washington, June 18.—An eleventh 
hour discovery that the sugar sched- 
ule of the Underwood tariff bill had 4 
“joker” in it which would have oper-! 
ated to make all refined sugar duti- 
able at 2 cents a pound and nullify 
the provision for free sugar after 
three years resulted today in an 
amendment by majority members of 
the senate finance committee. 

Elimination in the Underwood bill 
of the Dutch standard of color, which 
has been in tariff bills for many 
years, it was discovered, made appli- 
oable to all refined Sugar a paragrapn 
from the Payne-Aldrich bill relating 
to confectionery, which included the 
following words: “Sugars after being 
refined, when tinctured, colored, or in 
any way adulterated, 2 cents per 
pound,” 


Texas Found “Joker.” 


The majority members of the finance 
committee had their attention aalled 
to this matter by Senator Sheppard, 
of Texas, who was petitioned by the 
chamber of commerce of Greenville, 
Texas, to look into the provisions 
which they believed might defeat the 
purpose of the administration and 
majority in congress as to ultimate 
free sugar. It was suggested that the 
bill as it stood could be so construed 
as to apply to all refined sugar, which 
is colored with ultramarine. 

The Dutch standard which was 
taken out in the house bill stipulated 
specifically as to the coloring of re- 
fined sugar. Members of the finance 
committee ordered an investigation 
and President Wilson, when his atten- 
tion was called to it, agreed that it 
should be looked into thoroughly. 

Late today the majority members 
of the committee received expert re- 
ports that the provision might oper- 
ate as a joker and they promptly 
struck out the language as it referred 
to refined sugars and left it applicable 
only’ to confectioneries. 

Another important amendment to 
the bill agreed upon by the commit- 
tee would repeal an act passed in 1890 
exempting brandies used by manufac- 
turers to fortify grape wines from 
the general internal revenue tax. This 
amendment, it is estimated, will in- 
crease the government revenue by $7,- 
000,000 a year.

Washington, June 18.—The senate 
lobby investigation reached out into 
néw fields today when the senate, act- 
ing on a resolution presented by Senae- 
tor Norris, ordered the Overman com- 
mittee to subpoena Judge Robert S. 
Lovett, chairman of the board of di- 
rectors of the Union Pacific ratiroad, 
to explain a published statement 
Credited to him yesterday in New 
York that lobbyists had sought to se- 
cure employment from the Union Pa- 
cific on the ground that they would 
be able to influence a settlement of 
the Union Pacific-Southern Pacifig 
case in Washington. 

Earlier in the day the committee Wau 
made public, over the protests of a 
lawyer representing Henry T. Oxnard 
and Truman G. Palmer, a series of let- 
ters written by these two beet sugar 
representatives, showing a long con- 
tinued effort to influence legislation 
to control congres- 
sional committees, and to direct 
national political affairs in support of 
the continuance of a protective sugar 
tariff. 

Chairman Overman had not de- 
termined tonight when the railroad 
phase of the investigation would be 
opened. 

A summons was. sent today to 
Charles B. Warren, of Detroit, presi- 
dent of the Michigan Sugar company 
and one of the men to whom many of 
the Hawailan letters produced yester- 
day were addressed. Mr. Warren was 
asked to be before the committee to+ 
morrow and it ig expected that he will 
be asked for more details of the beet 
Sugar publicity campaign. 

The Free Sugar Side. 

Late in the afternoon the committ 
abandoned temporarily the»sugar 
tection lobby and took wp the free 
sugar side, calling Frank C, Lowry, of 
New York, who directed much of the 
free sugar publicity under the associa- 
tion name of the “Committee of 
Wholesale Grocers.” Mr. Lowry admit- 
ted he was employed by the Federal 
Sugar Refining company and under 
questions by Senator Cummins agreed 
that free sugar would benefit the cane 
sugar refiners. 

The Oxnard-Palmer letters, pro- 
duced at the close of the committee's 
morning session, were the chief fea- 
ture of an exciting day. They cover- 
ed a period from 1906, when Philip- 
pine ‘free trade came up, through the 
balance of the Roosevelt administra- 
tion, the political campaign of 1906 
and into the Taft administration. 

Most of the Oxnard letters were 
written in long hand and signed 
“Henry T. Oxnard.” Some of the 
Palmer letters were typewritten car- 
bon copies, but were identilifed by 
Harry A. Austin, clerk in Palmer’s 
offices. 

Assurances that certain senatofs 
would be on the senate Philippine 
committee; that “no stone was being 
left unturned to get real protection- 
ists” on the house ways and means 
committee, and that strong pressure 
could be, and was being, brought to 
bear upon membDers of both houses to 
accomplish various ends, appeared fre- 
quently in the series of letters. 

Chairman Overman’s first effort to 
read one of the Oxnerd letters when 
the committee began its session 
brought a _ protest from John T.

PAROLES NOT INTENDED 
FOR MISDEMEANANTS 


Attorney General Felder Tells 
Governor Law Applicable 
Only to Felony Convicts. 


In a written opinion handed to Gov- 
ernor Brown yesterday, Attorney Gen- 
eral Thomas S. Felder holds that the 
parole law of 1908 does not apply to 
misdemeanor convicts. The statute by 
express terms applies only to felony 
convicts, he says. 

Governor Brown had propounded to 
the attorney general three questions 
in regard to the parole law: Wheth- 
er under the law misdemeanor convicts 
might be paroled; second, whether fel- 
ony convicts, sentenced as for misde- 
meanors, could be paroled; third, 
whether a person sentenced to serve 
terms for two felonies at the same 
time, the second term to begin at the 
expiration of the first, could be paroled 
before the expiration of the first term 
for which he was sentenced. 

The first two questions, the attorney 
gweneral answers in the negative. To 
the last, he replies that a felony con- 
vict may be paroled before the firsr 
of two consecutive sentences expire, 
but at the expiration of his first sen- 
tence, he must re-enter the peniten- 
tiary to serve his second term. 

The governor and the prison com- 
mission have held all along that the 
parole law did not apply to misde- 
meanor convicts, but there have been 
80 many applications for paroles from 
misdemeanants, that the governor

Judge Revell Says Representa- 
tives From Counties Involved 
Are United Against It.

The real purpose of 
the movement is to boost the value of 
real estate in Manchester. Outside 
of those financially concerned in it, 
the proposed county of Warner has 
little backing.”

BLUE-PRINT DEVELOPMENT. 


Perhaps the most practical plan yet ad- 
vaneed for the all-around development of 
the south is that of the Southern Settle- 
ment amd;,Development organization, with 
headquarters in Baltimore. S. Davies War- 
field, president of the Continental Trust 
Company of Baltimore, is president of the 
organization. The scope and purposes of 
the association’s activities are, in effect, 
south-wide. In all, sixteen states will fur- 
nish the field. Work is to begin immedi- 
ately and to proceed upon a scale not be- 
fore attempted in the southern states. 

Elsewhere The Constitution publishes a 
skeleton outline of the organization. Wil- 
liam H. Manss, vice president of the asso- 
ciation, is now in Atlanta surveying the 
field and effecting preliminary organization. 
He is convinced that the movement is des- 
tined to mark a new era in southern devel- 
opment. Judging from the care and con- 
servatism with which plans and details 
have been elaborated, his prophecy is jus- 
tified. 

The Southern Settlement and Develop- 
ment organization expects to quicken south- 
ern development and prosperity by the blue- 
print method. That means that in agricul- 
ture, in industry and with regard to settlers 
scientific procedure will be _ scrupulously 
worked out and the results applied. The 
trouble with many of the past efforts to 
develop the south is that they were 
throttled by verbiage and enthusiasm. This 
latest propaganda does not overlook enthu- 
siasm, which is invariably an indispensable 
driving force, but it harnesses it to hard- 
‘headed endeavor. The idea is to make the 
organization a model clearing house of 
southern developmental energy and co-oper- 
‘ation. The headquarters at Baltimore will 
‘maintain experts in every industry that 
‘may affect the south. Each state will form 
and control its separate organization, 
closely affiliated with the central organiza- 
tion and operating in sympathy with its 
purposes. The experts of the state organi- 
‘gation will investigate, analyze and consult 
‘with authorities in each separate line of 
endeavor, from cattle-growing to _ town- 
pbuilding. The south hardly knows today 
what it possesses. The organization pur- 
poses, by documentary evidence, to open its 
eyes and keep them open. It proposes to 
take evidence of that nature to the outer 
world. It does not intend to depend for 
results on oratory. It is going into the 
business of development with business 


methods. 
Funds for the support of the central and 


state organizations will come from sub- | 
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scriptions by interested individuals and cor- 
porations. It is a safe assumption that 
since every dollar thus spent is sure of big 
dividends, there will be no trouble securing 
support and maintenance. It should further 
be said that the disbursement of funds is 
thoroughly safeguarded by constant super- 
vision of the finance committee of each 
state. The faet that Robert F. Maddox, of 
Atlanta, is a member of the central execu- 
tive committee of the organization is guar- 
antee of the practicability of the work. It 
is guarantee that soon there will be added 
to the forces working for the south’s wel- 
fare an army, not of professional “boost- 
ers,” but of experts who know their calling 
from the ground up. 


“UNDER ANY CIRCUMSTANCES.”’ 


Driven to bay and made ridiculous by 
the militant suffragettes, the British gov- 
ernment appears to at last belatedly have 
made up its mind to fight fire with fire. 
This appears in the recent charge of Judge 
Phillimore, in London, when sentencing six 
of the suffragettes to varying sentences for 
violence and the destruction of property. 
He stated the general conviction that the 
time had come to cease showing leniency. 
Then he declared that “I am bound to add 
that if the home secretary consults me, as 
he often consults a judge, I shall take upon 
myself the responsibility of saying to him 
that the ringleaders among you, at any 
rate, should not be let out of prison under 
any circumstances.” 

The significance of the situation lies in 
the last three words of the judge’s charge. 
Imprisoned suffragettes, and notably their 
leader, Mrs. Pankhurst, have previously 
been winning freedom by “hunger strikes.” 
After having tried forcible feeding, per- 
suasion and other methods, the government 
has been driven to the alternative of re- 
leasing the women rather than assuming 
responsibility for a serious breakdown. It 
be said that the motive has been 
uniformly of a humanitarian nature. The 
chief incentive for such leniency has been 


cannot 


the fear that if these women achieved even | 


a self-imposed death the cry of “martyr- 
dom” would bring down the wrath of the 
country upon the head of the liberal party. 

If Premier Asquith has now decided to 
proceed to sternly repressive measures re- 
gardless of consequences, England and the 
world may look for dramatic times. Un- 
doubtedly, many of the suffragettes are 
sufficiently fanatical or zealous, whichever 
you prefer, to starve themselves to death. 
There may follow a succession of tragedies 
at this source and a great deal of pitiful 
resentment on part of the militant suffra- 
gettes. 

But—the effect of such a policy will be 
two-fold—it will break the back of mili- 
tancy and, in the end, it will hasten the 
cause of universal suffrage. For once the 
women discover that the government wil] 
no longer make fish of women criminals 
and fowl of men criminals, and that death 
and suffering are the portion of the woman 
elects to starve herself, they will 
cease violent demonstrations. For a time 
they will continue in sheer bravado. But 
the rebellion will not be of long duration. 
On the other hand, the spectacle of such 
immolating devotion on part of the suffra- 
gettes will ultimately move the country to 
give them the b¥ilot. Up to this time they 
have inspired England only with disgust 
and resentment—two factors fatal to the 
success of propaganda. Let them substi- 
tute pity and logic, and their cause is won. 

In coming down rigidly on militancy, 
therefore, the government will very likely 
provide the movement with its final suc- 
cessful impulse.

WAS JOHN BUNYAN 
A GYPSY? 


(Copyright, 1913, for The Constitution.) 

Was John Bunyan, who wrote the great 
allegory, “Pilgrim's Progress,” a gypsy? 
Very little is known of the early life of this 
wonderful man. Bunyan’s father was what 


was then called a whitesmith, a maker and 
mender of pots and kettles, John described 
himself as a tinker, who traveled around 
the country in search of jobs. Contemporary 
literature depicts the tinker’s craft as dis- 
reputable, but discrimination must be used 
to distinguish between the vagrant and the 
steady handicraftsman. Bunyan wrote “My 
descent was of a low and inconsiderable 
stition, my father’s house being of that 
rank that is meanest and most despised of 
all the families of the land.” 

It has been generally belleved that if 
he was not entirely of gypsy extraction, he 
had some gypsy blood in his veins. Sir 
Walter Scott was disposed to favor the opin- 
ion that the Bunyans, “though reclaimed and 
settled, may have sprung from the gypsy 
tribe.” 

A writer, who took exception to this opin- 
ion, said that there was nothing of the gypsy 
about Bunyan, for he is described as having 
been: “Tall of stature, strong-boned, with 
sparkling eyes, wearing his hatfr on the up- 
per lip after the old British fashion, his 
hair reddish, but in his later days teprinkled 
with gray, his nose well cut, his mouth not 
too large, his forehead something high and 
his habits always plain and modest.” 

There is more of the Saxon than the Zin- 
gariin that description, as appears also from 
the portraits of Bunyan. Another argument 
opposed to the gypsy theory is that the reg- 
ister in the parish where Bunyan was born 
shows that the family had been settled in 
Bedfordshire for a long time, and some of 
them were persons of property and in a po- 


sition above the class suggested by the term 
“gypsy.” Besides, gypsies at the time of 
Bunyan were ill in favor in England and 
they were much persecuted as undesirables, 
which the Bunyan family seem not to have 
been. 

To refute the point of view of Bunyan 
having been a gypsy other writers take the 
parish register and copy therefrom a long 
list of Bunyans who were baptized, held 
estates and were married at least two cen- 
turies before the time of the “Tinker of 
Bedford Jail.” They say that this disproves 
the theory that Bunyan may have had gypsy 
blood in his veins. They also affirm that 
the long existence of the name in the county 
“effectually disposes of the supposition that 
the Bunyans were gypsies.” 

But then in many instances it is shown 
in English history that the gypsies assumed 
the Christian and surnames of Great Britain 
and Eftirope generally to protect themselves 
against the severity of the laws passed 
against them. The tradition among all the 
FRritish gypsies is that their British names 
were originally assumed from those of peo- 
ple of influence among whom the tribe set- 
tled, as they scattered over the country, 
and had districts assigned to them under 
chieftains, with a king over all, and tokens 
or passports to keep each in his district, or 
from infringing on the rights of other people. 

As to the writers who argued that Bun- 
yan's personality indicated he was not a 
gypsy, this statement is taken exception to 
by Simson in his “History of the Gypsies,” 
who says that a person can, in the most im- 
portant sense of the word, be a gypsy with 
blue eyes and fair hair as well as black, 
no matter what his character of habits, call- 
ing or creed may be. 

At the time of Bunyan’s active work it 
was even death by law for being a gypsy 
and “felony without benefit of clergy” for 
associating with them. Bunyan himself wrote 
as follows: ‘Another thought came into my 
mind, and that was, whether we (his family 
and relations) were of the Israelites or no? 
For finding in the Scriptures that they were 
once the peculiar people of God, thought I, 
if I were one of this race my soul must needs 
be happy. Now, again, I found with me 
a great longing about this question, but 
could not tell how I should. At last I asked 
my father of it, who told me, ‘No, we are 
not.’ ” 

A writer commenting on this wrote: 
“Language like this is pregnant with mean- 
ing when used by a man who was simply 
a gypsy of mixed blood, who must have 
spoken the gypsy language in great purity; 
for, considering the extent to which it is 
spoken in England today, we can well be- 
lieve that it was very pure two centuries 
ago, and that Bunyan might have written 
works even in that language.” 

Writers may go on arguing, but they will 
never know whether or not the writer of 
the greatest of all allegories was a gypsy.

In Atlanta, Robert F. Maddox is a 
member of the central executive committee 
and will actively assist in organizing Geor- 
gia at large. Mr. Manss was a guest at a 
luncheon yesterday, tendered the Boys’ Corn 
clubs by the chamber of commerce, Wilmer 
Lb. Moore-presided. J. G. Holleman, H. G. 
Hastings and others made speeches. Mr. 
Manss explained the section-wide scope of 
the organization and asked for the hearty 
co-operation of the business men of Atlanta. 

An idea of the machinery of the organi- 
zation and the scientific care with which it 
is arranged can be gained from the follow- 
ing schedule: 


Details. 

Divisions of Organizations... Genera] Office or 
Headquarters Staff. State Bureaus or Com mit- 
tees, General Organization Consists of a Presi- 
dent. one or more Vice Presidents, & Vice 
President and General Manager, Secretary-Treas- 
urer. 

An executive committee of thirty-one OF more.

Headquarters. 


The headquarters staff shall be under the 4i- 
rect supervision of the vice president and gen- 
eral manager. It shall consiet of the following:

A colonization expert, who shall have charge 
of the settlement of the gouth with euch a 
staff and agencies in the north and Europe ae 
may be required for the best conduct of this 
department.

the possibilities in the industrial activities of the 
south. 

A publicity expert, who shall have charge 
of rightly exploiting the south, her resources, 
tthe thorough ecientific investigations made by 
the south, utilizing the literature that they 
have gathered and presenting the facts regard- 
ing the south to possible settlers, investors, 
manufacturere and jobbers. 

These experts shall establish a library along 
their various lines at headquarters and gather 
such literature from all sources which shall be 
and aid im disseminating accurate literature, 
correct maps, pamphiets, etc., to seekers for ‘n- 
formation. 

Funds for the headquarters etaff are pro- 
vided by corporations, transportation companies, 
individuals, jobbing houses, etc., interested in 
two or more of the southern states. In other 
words those interested in interstate business of 
the south, together with those interested in « 
more sentimental way in the south’s develop- 
ment and settlement. 

Bech state included in the list of southers 
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States has a representative on the executive com- 
mittee. He represents his state in the councils 
and activities of the organization at large. 

Each state is represented on the general finance 
committee by a ejitizen who acts as chairman of 
of the state finance committee. 

The state finance committee is composed of 
the chairman, who shall appoint, subject to 
approval by the president and vice president and 
general manager, a member of each county 
@ubecribing to the gtate funda of the organiza- 
tion. The duties of this committee shall be 
to collect funds for the work of the state, which 
they represent, select some bank in that state 
as a depository of those funds. select a@ state 
treasurer under bonds, appropriate to the vari- 
ous é6tate committees moneys for the conduct 
of the work, make and pass on vyouchers is- 
sued, check the accounta and sign and O. K. 
all bills authorized. All money raised in the 
State shall be ueed in and for that state. 

This committee, with the member of the ex- 
ecutive committee, and the approval of the 
president and vice president and general manager 
shall be the final authority on the work to be 
done by the committees, always receiving recom- 
mendations from the various committees through 
their chairman of the necessity of the work to 
be done. 


Farm Committee. 


There ehall be an agricultural committee, se- 
lected by the above 6tate finance committee and 
executive member. This committee shall con- 
Sit of a representative from the various ex- 
isting agricultural committees of the estate and 
county, agricultural] college and state agriculturas 
commissioner, if one exiets. In those uunties 
where such an association does not exist the 
committee may appoint an agriculturalist or 
farmer to represent hie county. 

This committee g@hall have charge of 
agricultural development of the aetate, 
such auxiliary committees as are necessary to 
study and carry out the requirements of the 
various phases of the agricultural problem. This 
committee work shall be comprehensive and 
elastic as ig that of the department of agri- 
culture of the United States. 

If sufficient funds are raised tn the state this 
committee, with the approval of the etate finance 
committee, may appoint a etate agricultural 
agent, who éhall devote hig entire time to the 
agricultural work of the gtate and cannot be 
interested in the sale of any lands, farm com- 
panies or 6tock offered for sale. He must be 
unbdlased in his opinion and always ready te 
consult with farmers and assist those eettlers 
coming into the state to the end that they may 
be advised of soil, climatle and other conditions. 

A state settlement committee to bring back 
into the state those of the state who have been 
allured away and those experienced farmers and 
laborera who are citizens of this republic. May 
appoint a settlement agent, a estate industrial 
or chamber of commerce committee, representa- 
tives of all existing chambers of commerce, 
in such counties where such bodies doe not 
exist, the selecting of a businesa man.

A state publicity committee, consisting of the 
chairman of the various state committees and 
euch other publicity agencies as the aetate 
finance committee and executive member may 
appoint. Duties to properly and efficiently ex- 
ploit and advertise the state, her resources, 
possibilities. 

All these committees shall become clearing 
houses in their vwarjous departments, sources of 
information and censures of those unscrupulous 
methods which may be employed to detriment 
and harm of and to the state.

Mercury Rises to 75. 


The mercury had risen to 78 degrees

It appeared 
that the 97-degzree mark might be 
reached before the sun began to set. 

Distant ro_ls of thunder and a sud- 
den breeze announced a change, and 
within a few minutes great pattering 
drops of rain were welcomed. It 
seemed as if each drop was falling dl- 
rectly on the column of mercury and 
beating it down to a more bearable 
position, for within a few minutes the 
@ir was fresh and cool again. 

Only one-tenth of an inch of rain- 
fall was recorded in the business sec- 
tion of Atlanta, but this, and the 
clouds overhanging the sun, had their 
effect on the + aperature. For one 
time no one complained of a rain in 
the middle of the business hours. 


No Hail in City. 

No hail fell within the city 
as far as is known, but from Lake- 
wood throughout the stretch around 
the northeast portion of the suburbs, 
hailstones big as the proverbial 
hen'’s egg were reported, and their 
cooling effect became significant at 
opce.

“Agnostic Steel Monger,” 
Striving to “Denature Van- 


derbilt Medical School.” 


Following the offer of Andrew Car- 
donate $1,000,000 to Vander- 
bilt university for the establishment of 
a. medical school and the acceptance 
of this substantial donation by the 


board of trust, Bishop Candler has is:- 
sued a statement in which he declares 
that the board acted with “inconslid- 
erate haste,’’ and characterizes Mr. Car- 
negie as an “aggressive and agnost:: 
steel monger.’ who, in making the gift, 
is not impelled by philanthropic mo- 
tives, but is “proposing at one blow 
destroy the medical school of the 
Episcopalians and cenature the medical 
of the Methodists and raise on 
ruins of both a Carnegieized es- 
tablishment in his own image and like- 
ness,”’ 

This caustic attack from Bishop Can 
provoked principally by the 
Carnegie’s letter offering 
which reads as follows: 

Carnegtie’s Letter. 

“J do not believe that it is wise for 
any sect to control educational insti- 
tutions such as universities, whether 
the organization be a Methodist con- 
ference, Or a Prebyterian assembly, or 
a Catholic order. 

“For this reason, therefore. while I 
am anxious to make thig gift, which 
would be of high value to the whole 
south, I hesitate to do so until the 
question of denominational contro] has 
been settled by the courts. 

“I make the following proposition 
for your consideration: I will furnish 
the $200,000 cash now needed for the 
laboratories, and the remaining $800,- 
000 shall remain in the custody of the 
Carnegie corporation in New York— 
interest at 4 per cent to be paid to the 
university for the use of the medical 
school until such time as the question 
of denominational control has been 
settled by the court of last resort, its 
final dispositnon to be then determin- 
ed. Should this proposition be satis- 
factory to your board of trustees, lI 
understand that the conditions agreed 
to in your letter of May 1, as to the 
size and constitution of the governing 
of the medica] school and the 
character of the school itself are also 
conditions of this gift. 

“The objection to 
control of colleges and universities is 
not due to lack of sympathy with re- 
ligion. It lies in the fact that such 
control by a single denomination rare- 
ly means religious development, but 
nearly always means that both edu- 
cation and religion are subordinated 
to the tnterests of the particular or- 
ganization which is in control.” 

In reply to this proposal 
Candler says: 

Bishop Candler’s Answer. 

“Now the dullest mind can see that 
Mr. Carnegie does not propose to give 
a penny to the Vanderbilt university, 
but to take something from it, to dis- 
member from it one of itg depart- 
ments, which is worth about $600,000. 

“By the same process he may pro- 
ceed to alienate all the other depart- 
ments and put them under his lLttle 
boardlets. It is strange that more of 
the members of the board of trust did 
not perceive this patent fact, and pro- 
test against the acceptance of his 
offer. It would be just as appropriate 
for the Society for the Prevention of 
Cruelty to Animals to accept for its 
uses the gate receipts of a bull fight 
as for this gift to* be accepted by a 
Christian institution. 

“It appears also that the Episco- 
palians see in this affair an effort to 
defeat the proposed medical depart- 
ment of the University of the South. 
If they are correct in their opinion, 
Mr. Carnegie is proposing at one blow 
to destroy the medical schoo] of the 
Episcopalians, and denature the medl- 
cal school of the Methodists, and raise 
on the ruins of both a Carnegieized 
establishment in his own image and 
likeness. 

“Tl cannot doubt that this impudent 
proposal of the aggressive and agnos- 
tic steel monger will provoke the in- 
dignation of the Christian people of 
all denominations in the country, and 
incur the emphatic disapproval of all 
thinking men,” says Bishop Candler. 
“This undisguised attempt to disinte- 
grate a Christian university is in 
keeping with the wel] fixed purpose 
of antagonism to church schools which 
Mr, Carnegie has pursued for q longs 
time.

What Will Bishops Dof 

To the question what will the bishops 
of the Methodist church do in the 
case? Bishop Candler replied: 

“The bishops are common-law visi- 
tors to the university, and citation of 
the trustees to a meeting of the visi- 
tors at the bishops’ room in Nashville 
next Friday has been issued. I have 
no right to anticipate their decision, 
and I have as little doubt about what 
it will be. The attempt to make it 
appear by a telegram sent from Nash- 
ville that Bishop Hoss only is con- 
cerning himself about the matter is as 
unjust to his colleagues as it is unfair 
to him. Bishop Hoss has done his 
duty, and he has had opportunities 
beyond most of the other bishops of 
rendering good serviee to the church 
in the case. But the attempt to make 
it appear that he is standing alone 
is utterly without foundation in fact. 
This effort to isolate Bishop Hoss from 
his colleagues before the public eye is 
sinister and unworthy. It lacks even 
the virtue of Carnegie’s candor.” 

Bishop Hoss Protests. 

Nashville, Tenn., June 18.—Bishop E. 
FE. Hoss, who is here for the meeting 
Friday, of the College of Bishops of 
the Southern Methodist church, to take 
action on the protest of four members 
of the Vanderbilt university board of 
trust relative to accepting Andrew Car- 
negie’s gift to the medical department 
of a million dollars, today published 
the protest. The four trustees ques- 
tion the board's right to accept the 
conditions attached; question the fair- 
ness of the proposition toward Carne- 
gie, with suit pending contesting the 
rights of the board of trust and allege 
that this is, in fact, giving away a 
department of the university. Bishop 
Hoss, tn a statement, specifies two se- 
rious objections: 

(1) The university does not get a dol- 
lar but gives away its medical de- 
partment to a new governing board 
without restrictions. 

(2) Mr. Carnegie makes no promise 
to give the $800,000 as endowment un- 
less the trustees succeed in eliminating 
the church.

T BOOST CORN SHOW 


Speakers Declare Increase of 
Food Production in Georgia 
Must Be Encouraged. 


The urgeut necessity of pushing and 
extending the boys’ corn club work, 


con@itions in Georgia, was discussed at 
the chamber of commerce luncheon in 
the Majestic hotel yesterday. Wilmer 
L. Moore presided, and forty or more 
leading Atlanta business men were 
gathered around the table.

He said 
that the corn clubs were the most ef- 
fective means within his Knowledge for 
teaching crop diversification, soil de- 
velopment and soil fertility, and dee. 
clared that Georgia could be made the 
center of the greatest corn grow- 
ing belt in America. 

“You have possibilities here which 
we, of the northwest, never dreamed 
of,”’ he declared. He said that instead 
of importing $170,000,000 worth of food 
products annually, Georgia ought to 
make enough for her own consumption 
and export great quantities, and that 
without diminishing the cotton crop. 

Abused Cotton, Not Used It. 

H. G. Hastings was the next spéeak- 
er. He said that the present economic 
conditions in Georgia were wrong and 
dangerous; that it was an established 
fact that no “one-crop” section could 
be permanently prosperous.” Mr. 
Hastings was applauded when he stat- 
ed that 142 out of 147 counties had 
already been organized for corn club 
work this vear, and that over 10,000 
boys were already at work. 

J. T. Holleman’s speech was a 
thoughtful analysis of present agricul- 
tural conditions in Georgia. Among 
other things, he said Georgia farmers 
seemed to have lost the knack of 
raising food products and animals, and | 
that this condition was made more 
serious by the purchase of cattle by 
the thousand for shipment to western 
ranches where they are fattened for 
market; this was Hke taking seed corn 
from the state. 

“What are we going to do about it?” 
said Walter G. Cooper. 
“That question is 
vain of men like this. 
have already proven effective. Last 
year they taught boys to 
average of sixty bushels an acre, where 
their daddies had been raising fifteen 

bushels on the same land.” 

Mr. Cooper announced that commit- 
tees would be appointed at once to 
arouse an active interest in the 1913 
corn show.

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GUARANTEE TRUST 
PLAINTIFES WIN 


Judge Pendleton Decides Un- 
der Evidence Appointment 
of Receiver Should Be Or- 
dered by Court. 


One of the longest and most spirited 
legal fights ever conducted in the his- 
tory of Fulton superior court, the case 
of Matthew Delaney et al. vy. the Guar- 
antee Trust and Banking company, 
terminated on yesterday in a victory 
for the plaintiffs, when Judge John T, 
Pendleton decided that under the evi- 
dence in the case the appointment of a 
receiver should be ordered by the 
court, 

The friel of the case was entered 
into on May 65, the plaintiffs charging 
that the defendant company was in- 
solvent, as the result of fraud and 
mismanagement, and the company 
contending that it was amply solvent 
and able to meet all outstanding obli- 
gations of every nature. 

The petitioning plaintiffs were 
represented in the litigation by 
Messrs. Charles T. & L. C. Hopkins, 
Smith & Hastings, Hughes & Foster, 
Lamar Hill and Dorsey, Brewster, 
Howell & Heyman, while the defen- 
dant company was represented by 
Rosser & Brandon, Tye, Peeples & 
Jordan and Napier, Wright & Wood. 


Ask for Books. 


The first aggressive step taken by 
counsel for the plaintiffs, after filing 
their petition in court, was to serve 
the defendant with a notice to pro- 
duce all of books, records and ac- 
counts and to cause the testimony of 
the president, secretary and chief 
bookkeeper of the company to be 
taken under oath before a commis- 
sioner sat the instance vf the plain- 
tiffs, the stenographer’s transcript of 
the testimony, which was produced 
into court, covering more than six 
hundred pages of closely typewritten 
evidence. 

Pending the hearing of the evidence 
before Judge Pendleton a spirited con- 
troversy arose over the figures shown 
by the books and records of the com- 
pany and upon the motion of plain- 
tiffs’ counsel the court appointed C. J. 
Metz as auditor to examine the rec- 
ords of the company and report his 
findings to the court within two 
weeks. 

As the result of the report filed by 
the quditor plaintiffs’ counsel contend- 
ed that every allegation of their peti- 
tion had been sustained and that the 
business of the former Guarantee Re-

company was insolvent, been sold to 
the Guarantee Trust and Banking 
company for a bonus of $250,000, the 
greater part of which sum was paid to 
Sam E. Smith and H. 8S.

The decision of Judge Pendleton de- 
Clared that, under the evidence, the 
officers of the company had been 
guilty of violating the trust relations 
imposed by its contracta and by the 
laws of Georgia, and that the company 
was unable to meet the measure of 
solvency fixed by the statutes of the 
state and was insolvent. 

Counsel for the defendant company 
gave notice of their intention to ap- 
peal the decision to the supreme court 
of Georgia, and Judge Pendleton re- 
quested counsel to confer and endeavor 
to agree upon the terms of the re- 
straining order of supersedeag pend- 
ing the appeal, in the meantime direct- 
ing the company to make no change 
in the status of its condition.

Atlanta Dairymen’s Association 
Practically Accepts Proposed 
Rules of Medical Society. 


A good, long stride toward purer 
milk for Atlanta was taken yesterday 
when the Atlanta Dairymen’s associa- 
tion met at the auditorium and prac- 
tically agreed upon the acceptance of 
the rules laid down by the milk com- 
mission of the Fulton County Medical 
society for the purification of mil 
placed upon the Atlanta market. or 
creating a standard of purity for this 
milk to be known as ‘certified milk.” 

The fulfilling of the rules of the 
milk commission is not to be incum- 
bent upon the dairymen by law, but 
is to be entered into by them volun- 
tarily in a “contract of honor” with 
the milk commission, whereby the 
commission guarantees to Place its 
brand of approval upon the milk of 
such dairymen as comply with their 
Suggestions. 

Sanitary Methods. 

The rules submitted wo DF. a 
Clarke, secretary of the milk commis- 
Sion, Wednesday were Suggestions as 
to sanitary methods of the production 
and marketing of milk. 

Except for the minor detall of two 
deliveries per day instead of one dur- 
-n= the summer months, these rules 
met with the approval of the dairy- 
men. 

It is conceded by both the milk com- 
mission and the dairymen. however. 
that little progress toward the pro- 
tection of the public health from germs 
in milk can be made without the co- 
operation of the public itself. To the 
encouragement of this end, the dairy- 
men will have cards printed with brief 
Instruction as to the care of milk kept 
in the homes, and circulated among 
their customers. Meanwhile, the milk 
commission will carry on this work by 
circulars, lectures and newspaper pub. 
licity. 

Two Bills to Legislature. 


Two bills will Probably go before 
the next legislature as a result of 
Vednesday’s dairymen's ine: ting. 


One of these will be for the passage | 


of a law legalizing “certified milk.” 
This law does not consider the matter 
of enforcing the rules laid down bv 
the milk commission, but is lesigned 
merely to place the state's official ap- 
proval upon milk produced and mar- 
keted under these rules.
